A CASE FOR THE CHARITABLE. 

Accompanting tbe remains to Philadelphia of those 
who perished while assisting the people of Portsmouth, 
during the prevalence of lbe yellow fever in 1855, was a 
slave named Bob Butts. This man is now in tbat dity, 
seeking his freedom, and has published a card asking tbe 
aid of the charitable in his behalf. Dr. Dacachet referred 
to his services, in his address at St. Stephen’s Chnrcb, in 
the following language: 

“ At Portsmouth, when everything was distress and 
terror, there was one humble individual who was a friend 
to all.. He is a slave, and a man whom all ongbt to 
hODor. That poor negro, a sexton in one of the churches 
at Portsmouth, was always on band to nurse tbe sick as 
long as opportunity offered. His name is Robert Batt, 
and is a man well worthy of our highest respect. While 
his master’s house was desolated with sitkqess, he buried 
with his own band 1,159 bodies. Now I ea'l that a 
man. He has a dark skin, but he has a warm and gener¬ 
ous heart. He is a slave, but he shall be a slave no 
longer. He has been sent here to bury the remaias of 
those who, like him, were endeavoring to stay the pro¬ 
gress or this hideous monster. He will go back and tell 
his friends in Portsmoth that Philadelphia has a grateful 
heart, and can appreciate kindness.” 

Bob belongs to James Brittain, of Portsmouth. He 
says it will require four thousand dollars to purchase him¬ 
self and family. Since the pestilence, he has been labor¬ 
ing as an undertaker, which has increased his value to his 
master. The following is Butt’s appeal, published io the 
city papers: 

To the Philanthropic.— Tbe undersigned, commonly 
known as Bos Burr, a slave, aged forty-three years, 
owned in Portsmouth, Virginia, and now in this city by 
permission of his master, is earnestly anxious to free him¬ 
self and his wife and two children from servitude, and 
begs leave to appeal to the well-known generosity of tbe 
people of this great city for assistance. 

The undersigned is a sexton, undertaker and grave- 
digger, and, as sucb.it was his melancholy duty to dig 
the graves for and bury one thousand one hundred and 
fifty-nine of the inhabitants of Portsmouth, in the short 
space of about seven weeks, iu the summer of 1855, when 
the yellow fever desolated that afflicted town. How these 
bumble but arduous duties were regarded by bis own 
people may be known by the following extract from the 
Report of the Portsmouth Relief Association : 

“And then we had to make provision for the burial of 
tbe dead. Id this last sad duty, the Association was 
mateiially assisted by the indefatigable and truly praise¬ 
worthy exertions of one of our colored population, fami¬ 
liarly known as Bob Butt. This bumble negro, io bis 
lioe, performed duty beyond all price. From morn till 
night he labored at his spade, and frequently made the 
graveyard his resting place. Under his direction and 
superintendence, all who died of tbe fever were decently 
committed to their mother earth.” 

The undersigned is happy to be able to state that the 
estimation in which he is held at home has prompted tbe 
masters of himself aDd bis family to abate at least one half 
of the moneyed value they would command, and tbat he 
has earned and saved about one-fifth of the sum which 
will be required for the purchase of himself and his 
family; and, furthermore, that the ladies and gentlemen 
of Portsmouth will, in some public maooer or otherwise, 
assist him liberally iu bis efforts to purchase the freedom 
of himself and family, shonld he, on his return home, be 
able to show them that, by tbe kindness of tbe people of 
this great city, the sum remaining to be raised is within 
the means of his own small town. 

It is the earnest hope and prayer of the undersigned 
that he may be able to return to Porstmoulb with assur¬ 
ances that he and his family will soon be free.

We bave been favored with a circular, addressed to 
the American people, North and Souili, in reference to 
the origin and plan of the Society. We bave from tbe 
first suggt stion of this project looked upon it with a favor¬ 
able eye, and yet we have been repelled by tbe offensive 
endorsement of tbe right of property in man, which the 
Secretary has seen fit to incorporate in the documents he 
has addressed to the public. This abhorrent doctrine is 
put forth iu tbe circular before us more distinctly, if pos¬ 
sible, than before. It says : 

“ Men of all political^parties^, and of all sections of file coentrj,

Tnat is to say, anti-slavery meD, who hold the system 
to be a violation of tbe laws of Heaven, and the pretended 
rigb s of the Sooth in human property to be a nullity, 
can cooperate with the Society because it endorses all 
the prerogatives claimed by the South as their inalienable 
rights! Does Mr. Burritt expect that anti-slavery men 
will bave lbe hypocrisy thus to stultify and comradict 
themselves, for the sake of making a league with tbe im¬ 
perious advocates of human chattelism ? No, friend 
Burritt, you may ask us for our moDey, and we will not 
object to paying any reasonable amount; but when you 
a 4 us to give up our principles and subscribe to a false¬ 
hood, a libel upon God and humanity, you cut off every 
true aDti-slavery mau from a participation io your work. 
By the wanton and uncalled for repudiation of an eternal 
truth, you have established your Society on a false basis, 
aDd, be your schemes ever so wise, we cannot believe that 
the blessing of Heaven will rest on an undertaking which 
eudorees injustice. 

We should be truly glad to see the Compensated 
Emancipation Society abandon its present suicidal posi¬ 
tion, and urge emancipation on tbe gronnd of principle, 
aa the Abolitionists urged it, and then we might unite in 
recommending Congress to lend assistance. But suppose 
tbe plan of Mr. Borritt succeeds ; suppose, for the earn of 
§250 per head, Delaware is first induced to free her 
slaves, Missouri next, Kentucky and Virginia some years 
hence, wbat is to become of these our brethren, under the 
auspices of a Society that avows the right of mao to bold 
property in man ? They will be expatriated, to a moral 
certainty. A scheme of cokmizaliou, on a gigantic scale, 
will be adopted as the necessary adjunct of emancipation, 
which will allow our colored fellow-citizens no rest, until 
four millions of meD, women and children, or more likely 
twice tbat number, will be forced to cross tbe Atlantic 
and eDdure tbe sufferings of acclimation in a foreign land 1 
Eight hundred and seventy-fine million of dollars, accord¬ 
ing to Mr. Burritl’s estimate, will be needed for their 
redemption ; how much more will be required for their 
expatriation ? —American Baptist. 

OLD BROWN’S PARALLELS. 

Correspondence of The New Tork Tribune. 

Trading Post, Kansas, January, 1859.—The editor 
of the New York Tribune will greatly oblige an humble 
friend by allowing me the use of bis columns while I 
briefly state two parallels in my poor way. 

Not one year ago, eleven quiet citizens of this neigh¬ 
borhood, viz., Wm. Calfsetzer, Wm. Robertson, Amos 
Hall, Austin Hall, John Campbell, Asi Snyder, Thomas 
Stilweli, William Hairgrove, Asa Hairgrove, Patrick 
Ros3 and B. L. Reed were gathered up from tbeir work 
and their homes, by an armed force under one Hamilton, 
and, without trial or opportunity to speak in tbeir own 
defence, were formed into a line, and all but one shot- 
five killed and five wounded. One fell unharmed, pre¬ 
tending to be dead. All were left for dead. The only 
crime charged against them was that of being Free-State 
men. Now, I iBquire, what action has ever, 3inee the 
occurrence in May last, been taken by either the Presi¬ 
dent of the United States, the Governor of Missouri, the 
Governor of Kansas, or any of their tools, or by any pro¬ 
slavery or Administration man, to ferret out and punish 

the perpetrators of this crime ? ., . 

Now for the other parallel. On Sunday, the 19th of 
December a negro mm, named Jim, came over to tbe 
Osage settlement, from Missouri, and stated that he, 
together with his wife, two children and one other negro 
man were to be sold within a day or two, and begged 
for help to get away. On Monday, the following night, 
two small companies were made up to go to Missouri,

and forcibly liberate the five slaves, together with other 
slaves. One of these companies I assumed to direct. We 
proceeded to the place, surrounded the buildings, liberated 
the slaves, and also took certain property supposed to be¬ 
long to the estate. We, however, learned, before leaving, 
ihat a portion of the articles,we had taken belonged to a 
man living on the plantation as a tenant, and who was 
supposed to have no interest in the estate. We promptly 
returned to him all we had taken. We then went to an¬ 
other plantation, where we freed five more slaves, took 
some property, and two white men. We moved slowly 
away into the territory, for some distance, and then sent 
the white men back, telling them to follow us as soon as 
they chose to do so. The other company freed one female 
slave, took some property, and, as 1 am ipformed, killed 
one, white man (the master), who fought against the liber¬ 
ation.

All pro-slavery, 
conservative, Free-State and doughface men, and Admin¬ 
istration tools, are filled with holy horror. . . . 

Consider the two cases, and the action of the Admin- 
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This effort to abolish slavery, by increasing the funds 
of that moral, militant power combined by the American 
Anti-Slavery Society, was crowned with extraordinary 
success, whether considered from the point of view of 
Anti-Slavery Friendship or Anti-Slavery Finance. 

It reunited the friends of the cause from every part of j 
the country—from the East and from the West, from the 
North and from the South—while Europe joined with 
America in behalf of the principles of Freedom, s 
portant to the welfare and existence of all Dations at this 
moment of crisis.

ANNUAL MEETING 


MASSACHUSETTS ANTI-SLAVEBY SOCIETY, 

Boston, Thu rsday , fan . 27, 1859. 

The Society met at Mercantile Hall, in Summer street, 
at half past 10 o’clook, a. m., and was called to order ‘by 
the President, Francis Jackson, of Boston. 

Opportunity was given for vocal or silent prayer. 

On motion of Samuel Mat, Jr., it wus voted that two 
Secretaries pro tern, be appointed ; whereupon, Charles 
K. Whipple of Boston, and Eliza J. Kenney of Salem, 
were chosen. 

Tbe Treasurer, Samuel Philbrick, E->q., of Brookline, 
presented his Report, which, on morion of Mrs. Chapman, 
was accepted.

The Geuefal Agent having intimated that the audience 
would be gratified to hear some statements respecting 
Mr. Burleigh’s labors and success in Western Massachu¬ 
setts— 

Charles C. Burleigh said that the Western part of | 
the State was less advanced in anti-slavery than the 
Eastern part. The Republicans of that region are of the 
better sort of Republicans, yet, though that party is 
dominant in that part of the State, our cause moves 
slowly and with difficulty there. Still, it is not so much 
because the people are deficient in the principles oi 
which anti-slavery can be made as because little 
slavery labor has been bestowed upon that part of the 
State, many of the townshaving never heard a thorough¬ 
going anti-slavery lecture. 

The Republicans are disposed to unite with any other 
party, and to nse any amount of compromise to gain a 
temporary success for their party. Such labor as has 
been bestowed in that region has brought forth good fruit. 
The little town of Commingtoa, for instance, has given a 
very respectable list of signers to the Anti-Slavery Peti¬ 
tion ; and it is esteemed remarkable, as it is certainly 
noteworthy, that the Orthodox clergyman of that 
has signed the petition. There is also arising a party 
among tbe Republicans who seem disposed to resist 
slavery itself as well as its extension. Some are large- 
hearted and liberal contributors to our cause, but most 
are indifferent enough to make that region a field unpro¬ 
mising for present success ; yet, they are a people among 
whom any gain is likely to be permanent. 

The influences hostile to anti-slavery are more promi¬ 
nent and more effective there than here. 

There is much sham Democracy, undisguised pro- 
slavery, and much also of a spurious Republicanism, 
worthy of its name, iu Western Massachusetts. 

Mr. Garrison, on the part of the Business Committee, 
presented tbe following Resolutions.

A certain 
paper in Rochester, which we need nQt name, accuses us, 
with characteristic rudeness, of printing the statement 
in question “ knowing it to be untrue.” We do not deem 
it necessary to defend ourselves against such an a 
tion, from such a source; we only put it on record be¬ 
cause it is the first intimation that has reached i 
the story has been authoritatively denied. A denial may 
have appeared in the same paper of a previous date, but 
if so, it failed to reach this office, and we have not seen 
It, or even heard of it. On the other hand, we have 
heard rumors, at various times within the last few years, 
that the editor of tbe paper in question had a daughter 
in slavery ; hence we thought it not impossible that the 
statement in the Memphis journal was true. 


Rev. Milo P. Jewett, who for some years had char; 
a female school in Marion, Ala., now teaches a seminary 
at Poughkeepsie, N. Y. He has in his family three 
slaves, nor ean ihe Abolitionists persuade them to leave 
him.— N. O. Picayune. 

Mr. Jewett may have in his family three colored 
vams, formerly slaves in Alabama; hat the Picayune 
should remember that slavery is here contrary to law, 
and therefore any assertion of ownership on his part! 
would amount to nothing. The servants probably know 
their rights under onr laws, and, as Mr. Jewett is a per-1 
manent resident of Poughkeepsie, they have no motive 
for leaving him. The advocates of slavery must be hard 
pushed, or they would not attempt to find support for the 
system in a circumstance like this. 


Dr. Cheever on the Slave Trade.— We learn that the 
Rev. Dr. Cheever will preach a discourse, on Sabbath 
eveuing next, in the Church of the Puritans, on Union 
Square, upon the iniquity and outrage of reopeuiug the 
Slave Trade, aDd the crime against God of its continu¬ 
ance, whether foreign or domestic.

These resolutions embodied the substance of what he 
wished to say. He would leave them to speak for them¬ 
selves. 

Mr. Garrison said—They were there for a living pur 
pose, not to laud the dead [alluding to the recent cele¬ 
bration of the birthday of Websthr and Borns in this city] 
around the convivial board, which was a cheap and easy 
virtue. They were there, too, where they bad no fetter 
upon honest and manly speech, through fear of dividing 
the Church or injuring party prospectB. 

He referred to the marked change which had taken 
place in the public feeling and sentiment of tbe North, 
within the’ last twenty years, on the sulject of slavery. 
Once, mobocratic violence against anti-slavery gather¬ 
ings everywhere prevailed, and opponents readily came 
forward to protect the slaveholder, and contest our doc¬ 
trines as unsound and dangerous. Now the slaveholder 
is left without even an apologist, and no hostile disputant 
is visible on our platform. The Church, the Government, 
the Constitution, the Union had no defender at a gather¬ 
ing like this, which is so united in sympathy and purpose 
as to present nothing tangible for vigorous resistance. 
This revolution in the public mind bad not been effected 
in consequence of any dilution of doctrine or compromise j 
of principle on the part of the Abolitionists; for 
had they faltered, or lowered their standard—nevei 
they so exacting in their demands, or so bold in speech, 
as now. In the same spirit of fidelity, they must go for¬ 
ward to tbe completion of the great work so auspiciously 
begun, thanking God, and taking courage.

They are drawn 
up by one whose language, uniformly deliberate, calm 
and cautious, is well calculated to show the community of | 
the present day the full justice, the entire righteousness 
Of our position. 

In adopting this language, therefore, the thoughts and 
the words of Dr. Channing, we take the surest way 
disarm that prejudice which takeB alarm at the name of j 
abolition, without lookiog into its merits. 

The Republican party has reached that point 
development when it is likely to break asunder from its 
bulk and weight. It must before long spontaneously 
separate into two materially differing parties. One of 
these will represent The Tribune doctrine of availability. 
The other will represent the party, now surely growing 
among the Republicans, which seesmore clearly the neces-1 
sity of opposing the existence as well as the extension of 
slavery. 

It seems to me, therefore, that we should use every 
effort to enlarge the number of these men, and help them 
i a clear sight of the only method of successful opposi-1 
on to slavery. 

One of these Republican ideas is represented by Gov. 
Banks, who thinks Anti-Slavery only a stepping-stone to 
tbe Presidency. 

Vermont has Bet herself right in the theory of anti¬ 
slavery ; but the trouble is, that no fugitive slave is ever 
hunted in Vermont. It is much, however, to have the 
right position in this matter unequivocally taken by a 
legislative body; and the fact that another State has 
actually taken it will help ours to move with a less tardy 
step towards her'duty. 

We have a Legislature which ought to push this petition 
into a law. If Gov. Banks chose to favor it, it would 
pass promptly through both branches. It remains to be 
how far his influence and example will limit this) 
movement. 

Many privately take the view of our friend Lysander 
Spooner. If Gov. Banks would take this ground in his 
official action, our State might take the right position 
favor of liberty without the incumbrance of a new la 
Or, if we had a Chief Justice who was willing to rule that 
the Fugitive Slave law was unconstitutional because it 
does not allow a jury trial, we might settle these cases 
satisfactorily yet. What we want is agitation. It makes 
little difference whether it comes through the Legislature, 
the Judiciary, or through the action of an anti-slavery 
meeting like this. 

If we cannot have a Bench right on this subject appoint¬ 
ed by the Governor, let us have ooe chosen by the people. 

trust the instincts of the people. Responsibility 
in the discussion and decision of great questions of prac¬ 
tical life is God’s normal school for the education of the 
people. God be thanked, through tbe atonement of four 
millions of slaves, pouring out their blood for the people, 
we shall ultimately get deliverance from , this 
shame. 

I think, therefore, that the great, imperative, inevitable 
work which we have to do for the next two months 
pushing of this special question.

Henry C. Wright wished to state to the Republicans 
of Massachusetts the precise point where they stand ii 
relation to slavery. 

1. You acknowledge the existence of slavery in the 
slave States. 

2. You acknowlege the constitutional right of slavery 

to be represented on the floor of Congress. , 

3. Yon acknowledge that the slaveholdiug members of] 
Congress have a right by the Constitution to be treated 
as good citizens, and as honest and honorable I 

4. The Republican party, in regard to the protection 
Of slavery where it now exists, stands jnst where the 
Democratic party does, proclaiming its readiness to sup¬ 
press a slave insnrreetion as well as to catch the fugitive. 

This is the rock on which yon are wrecked—the con¬ 
cession that the majority should rule even where it was 
wrong, and yonr adoption of this vicious concession 
made by your fathers, through which you allow your 
political lies to overrule and supersede your conscience. 
!y committing this sin, and persevering in it. you inevi-, 
My destroy your moral capacity to dlstlnglflsh between 
r right and strong. 

The position to which I am driven, for my i 
salvation, is to disclaim and reject every assumed obliga¬ 
tion which undertakes to bind me to this unspeakable 
folly and wickedness. 

Charles C. Burleigh mentioned the case of a woman 
present who wished to ask aid for the redemption of a 
son from slavery. 

Mr. Martyn, of Worcester, said— 

In circumstances of great danger and severe trial, 
humtn nature generally displays traits and resources 
equal to the emergency. When the hour comes, the 
appears. 

Our present civilization, it has been well said, is only a 
collection of the trophies which have been wrung from 
reluctant authority. 

There are excellent reasons why we should persistently 
maintain whatever agitation is needful for tbe utter ex¬ 
tinction of slavery. 

1. Because the agreement to support slavery 
herent wrong, although ihe monstrous proportions of this 
wrong seem to have prevented men from recognizing its j 
atrocity. 

2. Slavery places us before the world in a false light. 
While it lasts, we, the model republic of the world, t 
neither manfully help the oppressed from other lands, 
help the oppressed among ourselves, nor maintain our 

m right to lead a manly, humane and honest life. 

3. The anti-slavery enterprise is the most truly reli¬ 
gious enterprise in the country. Jesus was the greatest 
agitator and radical the world h&a ever seen, yet those 

assume to speak in his name shun both radical 
right and agitation for the accomplishment of it, as the 
most dangerous of diseases. Their pro-slavery gospel is 
mere whipped syllabub, while the persons to whom they 
preach are in perishing need of vital air, and wholesome

Mr. Hinton, of Kansas, made an animated speech 
tbe movements of the haters of slavery there. 

Mr. Garrison said—This ia a free platform. There 
must be differences of opinion upon such a subject as 
and each mast express bis own thoughts and be indivi¬ 
dually responsible for them. For myself, I have no sym- 
Lpalhy with such a speech ns we have jqstjueard, as far as 
fit is proposed to shed blood and to use weapons of death. 
Where there is no life, there are no rights. We must 
reverence the right to life if we would consistently main¬ 
tain other rights. The men of war often enslave those 
whom they have conqaered ; the men of peace neither 
kill nor enslave. 

When we get the people with us, wo shall not need 
use arms. Our work is to put right principles into their 
hearts and minds, and then onr work will bo done. 

The people of Kansas are not the frieuds of liberty 
without distinction of color. As a elass, they did not go 
there to battle for freedom. They weut to make money. 
I do not think them worthy of imitation, and I do 
see that Kansas has given us any lessons of wisdom in 
regard to the management of the warfare against slavery. 

I am for going on as we have hitherto done. My 
is still for peace. 

Who is going to fight? and who is going to be fought? 
Where are we to begin and where to stop? If we fight 
with actual slaveholders in tbe South, mast we not also 
fight with pro-slavery priests, politicians, editors, 
chants, in the North ? Where are we to begin ? 

I certainly should not begin with border ruffians. They 
are a poor, ignorant, subordinate, deluded class, blindly 
following the lead of those who, if more intelligent, 
also more depraved than themselves. 

Far rather would I begin with the President and Cabi¬ 
net of the United States, who, far utterly selfish purposes, 
are stimulating and directing the brutality of these tools. 
Far rather would I begin with the false priesthood whose 
teachings prepare the people to be thus misdirected. The 
slaves arc held by the religious sentiment of the country. 
They are held by the clergy, the Churches and the sects. 
By the American Board of Commissioners for Foreign 
Missions; by the American Home Missionary Society 
by the American Tract Society ; by the American Sun¬ 
day-School Union. 

The livery of tbe court of heaven is stolen by these 
men to serve the devil in. And it is through their instru¬ 
mentality that slavery is entrenched so strongly in these 
United States. 

Wendell Phillips said—From war we readily come to 
the Binews of war, which is money. I rise to announce 
that the Finance Committee will again pass round the 
hall to receive your contributions for the means to carry 
on the campaign of which you have heard.
